Madrid, May 22. The Armies on both fides are 
drawn together, and lye almoft in Sight of ech 
ather, the Enemy’s being the Inftant at

oper to make a Motion to draw them into the 
lain, But according to the laft Advices they were 
about to retire co the River Xucar. They write 
ftom Tudela, that the Arragonian Rebels knowing 
there were but few Horfe on that fide, advanc'd 
with 300 Foot and 150 Horfe, and attack’d the 
Town of Puftiniana, But the Count de Soupat 
igadier, march’d againft them with the French 
Regiment of Clairfontaine and 2 of Militia, and 
made them retire, killing 25 of their Men and taking 
15 Horfes. Don Ignacio de Mercado, who 
commanded in Fuftiniana, was kill’d in the firkt 
Auack. The Marquis de Joffreville had put into 
the Town and Caftle of Seron on the Fronrier of 
Atragon, 100 Irifh Dragoons commanded -by Cap- 
tain Daniel Carol ; and 1000 of the Enemy, regular 
ro and Militia, attack’d them the 1ft of this 
Month. He receiv'd them with fo great Bravery, 
that after a Fight of 6 Hours, he made them retite : 
And Captain Don Martin Henriquez being detach'd 
to charge them in their Retreat, kill'd them 25, Men 
and took 6 Prifoners.

Five Battallions commanded by Count Dhona and 
Major General Felron, which were cuc cff from the 
reft in the Hills where they wanted evety thin 

yielded themfelves Prifoners of War. My Lad 
Galoway was fhot through the Body. On our Side 
not above 7 or 800 Men were kill’d or wounded, 


among them are M. de Polaftron Brigadier, and the 


Aaiquis de Sillery Collonel of Foor.

Troops that were actually on the March for Spain. 
A great’ Number of Recruits from Germany are 
arriv’d in the Venetian Territories. 
~ Vienna, April27. The Earl of Manchefter has 
had ‘Audience of the Emperour, and makes very 
prefling Inftantes the Forces in Italy may be 
all employ'd againft France, and not weaken’d by 
the fending a Detachment ro the Kingdom of Naples.
